Asiatic Russia. 


of Cruelties Practiced on 
Cholera Patients the Cause. 


Sanguinary Fighting Between Sol- 
A diers and the Mob. 


The Rioters Take Refuge in the Mosques— 
Their Strongholds Captured—No 
Mercy Shown Prisoners—Scenes 
of Carnage. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 
St. Pergrspure, Aug. 1.—|By Cable 
and Associated Press.] Letters re- 
ceived here from Ashkend, a town of 
Syr-Darya in Asiatic Russia, report 
that the news in regard to serious riots 
inthat placeon July 6 in connection 
with the cholera epidemic has been sup- 
pressed by the government, the strictest 
censorship being exercised. From these 
letters it is learned that the native 
Sarts, believing that the doctors were 


ing from cholera, became greatly ex- 
cited and determined to put an end to 
the murderous practices, which they 
imagined were being employed in the 
cases of the unfortunate stricken with 
the terrible disease. 

The wildest rumors were current of 
cruelties inflicted by the medical men 
in causing the immediate deaths of pa- 
tients, and these stories had the effect 
of arousing the fury of the people to 
the highest pitch. Five thousand Sarts 
suddenly invaded the Russian quarter 
and wrecked the residence of the Dep- 
uty Governor, who fled on the approach 
of the howling mob. His flight was 
discovered, however, and he was pur- 
sued and overtaken in the street by the} 
infuriated crowd, who mercilessly 
vented their fury on the helpless offi- 
cial. They maltreated him in a terrible | 
manner. His plea for mercy was in 
vain, and after being trampled upon he 
was assailed with a shower of stones 
until his life was beaten out. 

The authorities, having become aware 
of the state of affairs in the town, took 
immediate steps to suppress the disor- 
ders and protect the other officials. A 
body of troops was hurried tothe scene. 
Arriving atthe place where the defiant 
Sarts had assembled, the troops opened 
fire, killing several of them, ‘The Sarts, 
armed with pistols and daggers, held 


sistance to thesoldiers. The two forces 
closed in on.each other and a furious 
hand to hand fight resulted. The mad- 
dened Sarts, when their pistols had 
been emptied, slashed furiously about 
with their daggers and did much exe- 
cution with these weapons. The drilled 
and better armed soldiers were unable 
to overcome their fanatical opponents, 
and additional troops had to be sent to 
their assistance. They were reinforced 
by a body of Cossacks and finally the 
riot was quelled and the mob dispersed, 

The Sarts were not, disheartened, 
and collected around the mosques and 
taking these edifices defied the authori- 
ties to do battle with them. A large 
number of soldiers were dispatched to 
the scene and attempted to dislodge 
them from their strongholds. The 
Sarts made sturdy resistance to every 
effort of the soldiers to drive them 
from the buildings, and fired from loop- 
holes with telling effect upon the invad- | 
ers. The troops at last concentrated | 


assault the 


-triumphantly carried 
mosques, and a scene of carnage 
ensued. The fighting inside the 
structures was of a most desperate 
and sanguinary character. Although. 
the Sarts found they could not cope 
with their military opponents, no quar- 
ter were asked for nor was any given, 
and they fell by scores before the weap- 
ons of the soldiers. f 

The character of the struggle may be 
imagined when it is known that sixty 
Sarts were kilied and hundreds of them 
wounded. The soldiers, too, suffered 
heavily, the Russian loss being fifteen 
killed and many wounded. Many ar- 
rests have been made of persons con- 
cerned in the disorders, It is feared 
there may be a renewal of the trouble 
and precautions are being taken accord- 
ingly.

PorTLanp (Or.,) Aug. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press. Fire broke out in the 
third story of the paint and oil house of 
Whittier, Fuller & Co. in the 6tarr 
Block, on Front street, at 8:80 tonight, 
and in a few minutes flames were burst- 
ing from every window jof the two up- 
per stories. Owing to the great 
amount of inflammable terial the 
firemen were unable to control the fire, 
and it spread to the wholesale grocery 
house of Wadhams & Co. adjoining. 

The two upper stories of Whittier, 
Fuller & Co. and Wadhams & Co. were 
entirely gutted, and the two lower 
stories badly damaged by water. ‘The 
building is a four-story brick and is 
owned by Senator Dolph and D, P. 
Thompson.

Emperor William remained with the 
Queen for an hour and then returned to 
his yacht. Later he

THE SUNDAY TRAGEDY. 


Coroner Weldon Held an Inquest 
Yesterday Morning. 


A Number of Witnesses Testify—The 
Trouble That Led Up to the Shoot~ 
ing—How Deceas : 
People. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning Cor- 
oner Weldon held an inquest on the re- 
mains of Arthur Strobel, the young Ger- 
man who was shot and killed Sunday 
morning while resisting arrest at Gar- 
vanza by Constable Hardie. 

Mrs. Julia B. Ransom was the first 
witness, She said Sunday morning at 
7:15 a strange man came running up 
to her house and pointing a pistol at 
her, cried ‘‘Water! Water!’’ He was 
handed a dipper of water, and then he 
again flourished his pistol, and she ran 
to the house of a neighbor. Strobel 
then entered the house and began de- 
molishing things. She only saw what 
occurred after through a field glass. 

Mrs. Rose Standish, of No. 127 North 
Broadway, who keeps a lodging-house, 
testified that he came to her house and 
asked for a quiet room. Hesaid- he was 
very nervous. The room did not suit 
him and he went away. His baggage 
consisted of a trunk, three valises and 
aroll of blankets. He was very ner- 
vous and would walk back and forth 
inhisroom. HeJeft Saturday evening. 

Hugh J. Estes,-No. 127 North Broad- 
way, said he di@ not know the dead 
man’s name. Witness first saw him 
about a week ago. He was very rest- 
less. One time while witness was work- 
ing in the yard he came out and told 
him he was a native of Germany; had 
been in South Africa in the gold fields; 
left there and went back to Germany, 
and from there to San Francisco and 
thence to Les Angeles. Hesaid he had 
advertised in Tam Times for a quiet 
piace in the country. He got three let- 
ters to this advertisement. Witness 
heard him one night walking around 


He said: ““I_want’you to quit disturb- 
ing me. If you don’t keep quiet I will 
go out on the street and sleep. I am 
very nervous.’’ He did go out on the 
street, but came back slamming the 
doors, went into his room and out again, 
then back, and witness heard no more 
of him that night. . 

Thomas A. Wilson of Garvanza, the. 
flagman of the Los Angeles Termina: 
railroad, was sworn and identified the 
deceased. Sunday morning witness saw 
some baggage piled up at the flaghouse. 
The man came up to him and struck at 
him saving, ‘‘G—— d you, go away. 
or I'll kill you.’”’ Mr, Wilson went into 
the flaghouse. and he came and grabbed 
bim and pulled a revolver and swore he 
would shoot witness Witness pushed 
him out and shutthe door. The train 
came by and witness ran home and sent 
his son for tie constable. When Mr. 
Wilson came back a section hand named 
Mike Kane came along, and the man 
van after Mike. The constable came 
and they went to the justice’s office and 
swore out a warrant. The constable 
and witness’ son went down to the flag- 
house, but during the interim the de- 
ceased went to the house across the 
way, broke in the door and fired a shot 
and came out with some provisions in 
his hand. The constable called him to 
throw up his hands, as he was an officer 
and had a warrant for him. The man 
said: ‘*All right, sir, you are an officer,”’ 
and pointed the pistol in his face. He 
was not quick enough, however, and the 
constable got the drop on him and shot 
him. 

Justice Bartholomew of Garvanza 
recognized the warrant issued by him, 
sworn out by Thomas A. Wilson, and 
delivered to Constable Hardie. 

Elmer Wilson was sworn and said he 
wentto the flag house with Hardie. 
The dead man saw them coming and 
came after them with the revolver. 
Hardie went for the warrant; the man 
went to Mrs. Ransom’s house, “and they 
heard a smashing of doors and two shots 
fired. Hardie came back with the war- 
rant. Hecalled to the man to sur- 
render, and the man put down the 
dishes he was carrying and pointed the 
revolver at Hardie. Mr. Collins, wit- 
ness’ father and witness were there. 
Hardie was too quick for him and shot 
him. He fell, and then said, ‘‘I’m done 

Mike Kane testified that on Sunday 
morning he went to Garvenza to take 
the train. The man was sitting on the 
bank. He ran after witness and said if 
he did not get out of there he would 
shoot him. 

Arthur William fSmith, a painter of 
Lincoln Park, said he was riding with 
his family, and when near the Santa Fé 
crossing a lady came out of a house and 
said a man had broken imto her house. 
He heard two shots fired and thea two 
men came over tothe house. The man 
stooped to put something down and 
pointed at the two men. Then witness 
heard a shot and saw the man fall. 

L. M. Corwin of Garvanza said Mrs. 
Ransom visited his house and said a man 
was at her house with a pistol, and she 
wanted to stay until he went away. 
Witness saw Hardie and young Wilson 
running and heard several shots fired. 
When the officer cameand told deceased 
he had a warrant for him, the man had 
a pistolin his hand and pointed it at 
Hardie, but Hardie was too quick for 
him and shot. 

The jury found a verdict in accord- 
ance with the above facts and attached 
no blame to Constable Hardie, and that 
officer was released. 4 

As near as could be learned yesterday 
Strobel has 16” felatives living in the 
United States. He has a brother in 
Germany. -Among his effects were two 
certified checks, one on the Farmers 
and Merchants Bank of this city for 
$550 and another one on a-San Fran- 
cisco bank for $700.

A Plan to Reform Politics. 

The Toledo Blade has begun the publi- 
cation of a series of political pamphlets, 
of which No. 1—the issue for 1892— 
is justat hand. It contains an appeal 
by Hon. J. M. Ashley for the propor- 
tional distribution of political power in 
the legislative Assembly of Ohio, and of 
every State. Something of the trend 
of the argument is outlined in the sub- 
titles as follows: ‘‘The caucus and con- 
vention system must go,’’ ‘‘The ballota 
dangerous weapon in the hands of the 
machine,’’ ‘‘Gerrymandering a poli- 
tical crime,”’ ‘‘United States Senators 
must be elected by the people,’’ ‘‘The 
office of Vice-President must be abol- 
ished.” 

The pamphlet also embodies Presi- 
dent Harrison’s appeal against the in- 
justice of the gerrymander. 

The subject matter of this pamphlet 
cuts closelyjinto political abuses which 
have recently been presented to the 
country in a glaring way, and takes the 
side of reforms, which have already 
been advocated at some length by Tue 
Times. It is a matter of much interest, 
therefore, to note the plan of reform 
proposed by Mr. Ashley. 

He proposes, in the first place, to 
district the State for legislative repre- 
sentation on a strict pro rata basis. 
Taking the total vote cast for Gover- 
nor, it is to be divided by 90, and the 
quotient will be the basis of represen- 
tation for the lower House. The State 
is to be divided into 18 Representative 
and 6 Senate districts, and there are 
such restrictions as to the lines of dis- 
tricts that anything like a gerrymander 
Each Represen- 
tative district would choose 5 Repre- 


| sentatives for itself and vote on 8 


or 5S Representatives for the State- 
at-large, and each Senate ..district 
would choose 5 Senators and vote on 
8 or 5 ~ cahdidates-aj-large. The 
State Sefiate would, consist of 38 or 85 
members and the House of Representa- 
tives of 93 or 95 members. It is. 
claimed that by this system it would be 
impossible for a minority of the voters 
of the State to name a majority of the 


Legislature, as sometimes happens 
under the operation of the gerry- 
mander. 


Mr. Ashley next proposes to dispense 
with all of the machinery of ward poli-* 
tics, primaries, caucuses and conven- 
tions by holding a preliminary election 
to nominate candidates ffor office. 
These preliminary elections he would 
have in August each alternate year, and 
every voter should be privileged to vote 
for anybody he chooses. If the number 
and Senators at 
large were fixed at three thenthe elec- 
tor could vote for eight Representatives 
(five for his district and three at large,) 


and for the same number of Senators. 


He may thus vote for eight different 
people as candidates for each branch of 
the Legislature, or he may cumulate his 
vote and cast eight ballots for one man 
as Representative and eight for one 
man as Senator. The four candidates 


‘for each position receiving the highest 


number of votes in this preliminary 
election are declared the nominees, 
and, inthe November succeeding, are 
voted for by the system alreddy de- 
scribed. Of these the one receiving the 
highest number of votes is, of course, 
elected. 


The same general plan is considered 
applicable to national, county and city 
elections: 

This, it will be seen, is a radical de- 
parture from present methods. Itisa 
step toward amore thoroughly demo- 
cratic system of government, bringing 
both the nomination and the electién of 
public officials home to the people at 
large. 

If this system be supplemented by 
other changes, such as choosing United 
States Senators by direct vote and dis- 
pensing with the electoral college in 
national elections, then the Govern- 
ment of the United States would ap- 
proach very nearly to a pure democ- 
racy. Of co.rse the feature of dele- 
gating power to representatives both to 
make and execute laws and to choose 
ofticials for certain purposes would re- 
main, and herein republicanism would be 
utilized. The terms democracy and re- 
publicanism are here used in their gen- 
eral, not their partisan, sense, of course, 
and refer to government as exercised 
by the people direct, instead of* by 
representatives chosen by the people. 

The step proposed by the writer is un- 
doubtedly in the right direction, al- 
though there will be many differences 
of opinion asto the methods proposed. 
We fail to see the advantages of the 
cumulative system of voting, and fear 
that it might lead to complications. It 
is probable, also, that the caucus and 

convention would not be entirely dis- 
placed by the nominating election, since 
the various parties would feel tke ne- 
cessity of preliminary action to deter-

come us and subvert our free institu- 
tions. In this light, the Ohio states- 
man’s plan is very welcome and we hope 
to see it thoroughly discussed. 


Electricity and Photography. 

A contemporary calls attention to a 
discovery attributed to Henri Cour- 
toune, a young French chemist And elec- 
trician, by which he expects to transmit 
light waves over a wire by electricity, 
as sound waves are now transmitted by 
the telephone, This is a feat which has 
long been the quest of electricians, and 
its accomplishment has) been announced 
on several occasions, but never verified 
by results. If the ‘nch savant has 
solved the riddle which Edison and 
others of the most advanced inventors 
of the age have failed in, he has made 
for himself an immortal name and pre- 
pared the way for an industrial revolu- 
tion. 

The benefits of the new utilization of 
electricity would not be confined simply 
to the transmission of pictures, auto- 
@raphs, etc., by wire over long dis- 
tances, as our contemporary seems to 
imply, but would involve all the uses 
which are now obtained through photo- 
graphy. As it is possible now to photo. 
graph an entire printed page so that 
every word is legible, so then it would 
be possible to transmit an entire 


printed page by single flash 
over the wire, If this is ac- 
complished we shall be able to 


have a reproduction of a New York 
paper in Los Angeles within a half hour 
or so after the paper goesto press. 
All of the laborious and comparatively 
tedious methods of transmitting news by 
telegraph would thus be obviated in sin- 
glebound. Anarmy of telegraph opera- 
tors and telegraph editors would find 
their occupation gone. The leading pa- 
pers of the country would find their fields 
immensely extended, and might, by 
copyright, protect their issues and print 
an edition almost simultaneously in 


every large city. Such a sudden ad- 


vance in civilization is- beyond our full 
comprehension at this time. The idea 
is sufficient todumfound an ordinary 
mortal, but the field of practical elec- 
tricity is filled with such accomplish- 
ments, and it will not doto declare 
anything an impossibility. 

In this connection it is of interest to 
recall a freak of nature reported in our 
dispatches a fewdays ago. Inone of 
the Southern States a flash. of light- 
ning prostrated several negroes who 
had taken shelter beneath a tree. 
Some of them were killed, some 
badly stunned. Anexamination showed 
that portions of the cuticle on one 
or two of the victims had been turned 
white, and, on the breast of one was 
found a photograph of leaves of the 
overhanging tree. Allowing the truth 
of the report, which seems to be well 
authenticated, here is a practical ex- 
emplification of the very process which 
the French savant claims to have dis- 
covered, Ifelectricity could thus photo- 
graph the leaves of a tree on the breast 
ofa human being, why should it not be 
able to transmit a photograph by wire?

For the benetit of thfo#e who are unac- 
quainted with the captaih’s past record the 
following brief sketch is given: 

John Cross was born in Oakland county, 
Michigan, in 1842; lfved in Illinois and 
Missouri; joined the volunteer service 
of the United States Army as _ first 
lieutenant of cavalry served one year 
and was promoted to captain at the 
age of 21 years: served such 
until the close of the war, When he located 
at Little Rock, Ark., Whére he was for fif- 
teen years one of the largest mail (con.

‘character in Little Rock, and was the prin. 
cipalowner of the first street railway in 
that city, and built it at a time when the 
financial and political condition of the city 
was such that foreign. capital would not 
come into the city and the largest home 
capitalists had no confidence in that kind 
of investments. Notwithstanding this, 
Capt. Cross*persevered and completed the 
road largely from his own means, putting 
in bis all. Nothing did. more to restore 
confidence and start Little Rock on the up- 
ward wave of prosperity than the building 
of this road. He was also the promoter 
and builder of the first street car line in 
Lexington, Ky. Lexington was 100 years 
old before this road was) built. In ten 
years after the completion of the road the 
city increased in population 25 per cent. 
Both the properties at Little Rock and Lex- 
ington have been successtul and on a pay- 
ing basis from the very start. | 

Capt. Cross has been living six years in 
California, tive years of which time he has 
been actively engaged in business. Among 
his enterprisesis the street car line in 
Santa Barbara, which he bought when it 
had been run for twelve years over a mile 
track. He at once extended it to a 
distance of four miles and added to its in- 
comeand value. Maj. Borebrake was asso- 
ciated with him in the property and is now 
the sole owner of the road, he having pur- 
chased the Captain's interest. 

About this time Capt. Cross found in the 
suburbs of Los Angeles the wreck of the. 
Los Angeles and Glendale Railway, which 
he bought at his own expense and extended 
it seven and one-half miles, Hethen asso- 
ciated with him Eastern capital for the con- 
struction of the Terminal Railroad from 
Los Angeles to Pasadena. He only had 
himself in the management, and he himself 
raised the necessary capital, 
finally in the investment of $1.500,000 
capital in this county when everything was 
on the down-grade movement. By means 
of the Term nal Railroad Pasadena got re- 
lief, and the peuple of that place appreci- 
ated the Captain's efforts so greatly that 
they accorded him a notable banquet, at 
which the Governor and other distinguished 
people were present.

The Regular Reports of Committees 
and Officers Presented.

The Necessity for a Plumbing Inspector 
Urged by the Health Officer—The 
Outfall Sewer Election Set 

for August 31. : 


The City Council metin regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented, and disposed of a large bud- 
get of routine business. . 

After the rygular preliminaries had 
been disposed of the Mayor’s message, 
vetoing the ordinance prohibiting the 
erection of planing mills in the city out- 
side of fire district, No. 1, uniess at 
least three-fourths of the property 
holders in the vicinity protest against 
it, as published in Taz Times on Thurs- 
day last, was read, and, upon mo- 
tion of Councilman McGarry, the vote 
by which the ordinance had been 
adopted was reconsidered. The matter, 
upon motion of Councilman Nickell, was 
thereupon referred to the committee of 
the whole, to be reported on at 2 
o‘clock p.m. 

The Water Overseer’s report, show- 
ing the collection of $3,085.50 from 
the sales of water during the month of 
July last, was referred to the City An- 
ditor. 

That of the clerk of the Police Court, 
showing the collection of $476 in fees 
and fines during July, was also referred 
to the City Auditor. 

The City Assessor reported as fol- 
lows: 4 

To the honorable the Council of the etty of 
Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: On January 5, 
1892, yonr honorable body authorized the 
City Assessor to employ three office depu- 
ties from the first Monday in January to 
the first Monday in July, and also one chief 
deputy for one year from said first Monday 
in January, atasalary of $90 per month.

AN URGENT APPEAL. 

The following report was received 
from the Health Officer, and referred to 
the Sewer Committee: 


To the Council of the city of Los Angeles— 
GENTLEMEN: “Again we desire to direct 


| your attention to the necessity, expediency 


and wisdom of the appointment by your 
honorable body of a competent and prac- 
tical man as an inspector of plumbisg. 
This man should be an individual of un- 
questioned probity, experience, and, by 
preference, if such a one can be found, un- 
connected with any labor society or union- 
During the term of office of the present 
Board of Health, we have been obliged to 
force owners of houses to put in connec- 
tions and make changes in plumbing fix- 
tures, which have neceaditates, the expend- 
iture of many tens of thousands of dollars. 
Had there been some competent person, 
whose duty it was to pass upon this work 
when it was originally pas in these houses, 
then this after compulsory and annoying 
expenditure of money would have been 
spared to the property-owners. 

‘‘As far as possible the Building Inspector 
has supervised all jobs of plumbing since 
the adoption of the present rules and regu- 
lations by the Board of Health. Building 
in.this city is now going on at such a rapid 
rate, improvements are taking place so 
fast, and such great sums of money are be- 
ing spent in the erection of private homes 
and business blocks, that it is altogether 
im possible, 
much annoyance to _ those building 
and their contractors for the Build- 
ing Inspector alone to do. this 
work. The people who express their faith 
in our city by their work of improving it 
have a right to demand of its public author- 
ities that when their buildings are finished 
they shall have a certificate that the work 
is done in alegaland workmanlike manner. 
The tenant of a business block, the renter 
of a home, the tourist staying for:a time in 
a hotel or boarding-house has a right to de- 
mand that his health shall not be under- 


rificed to the unscrupulous work of the 
‘‘jerry’’ plumber, who calks his joints with 
plaster, leaves his traps unvented or ends 
his soil pipes blind underneath the house. 

“Trust us, gentlemen, the prosperity. of 
this city will not suffer by a knowledge 
throughout the United States thatin addi- 
tion to the excellent work fon will do for 
us by building the outfall sewer, if you also 
provide for the strictest enforcement -of 
the most modern and best plumbing law 
now in.existence. For sewers, gentlemen, 
are only delusions and snares if the house 
connections are not made honestly and cor- 
rectly.”

tectives, and as this has been the most 
effective so has it been the most opposed 
by law-breakers and their friends. On the 
principle that *‘the animal will howl when 
it is hurt,” opposition by law-breakers to 
any weapon used against them is its strong- 
est recommendation. 

Two rules were carefully adhered to in 
employing detectives. namely, no one was 
rosecuted for a violation of the law in sell 
ng to a detective or who was influenced by 
the detectives to violate the law, and no 
minor was sentiatoa saloon. The method 
of making the detective a party to the 
crime on the plea that ‘‘the end justifies the 
means,’’ so abhorrent to the moral 
sense of men, they decided was un. 
worthy of an organization formed to look 
after the moral interests of the city, 
and by steadily refusing to entrap men 
into crime they have avoided even the ap- 
pearance of evil and have been spared the 
necessity of apologizing for their question- 
able methods; and itis worthy of remark 
that they have not found it necessary to do 
this in order to secure conviction. They 
subscribed. money, set to 
earnest and so vigorously that in 
two years they reduced the number 
of licensed saloons in Boston alone from 
2600 to 1400; and today, through the work 
of that league, there are in the State only 
twenty-five saloons where there were 100 
ten years ago. Over 5000 liquor-dealers 
have been brought before the courts and 
allthe saloons have been closed against 
minors. Every licensed saloon closes its 
for any business on Sunday.

have been terrified, and the officers have 


been shown that the work of convicting 
them can be done. Stimulated by the con- 
spicuous example of the Boston League, 
other towns in the State soon organized 
similar ones, and with most beneficial re. 
sults. In Peabody, a town of 1000, the 
league found 150 saloons and has since 
driven them every one out; in Cambridge 
itfound 300 places where liquors were 


sold and has driven them out and is keeping 
them out today.

A Man Named Thomas Fleet Found 
Dead in the Surf. 


He Used to Live in Los Angeles—Proba- 
bly Suicide—Another Man Drops 
Dead—News Notes and 


Personals. 


On Sunday evening about 5 o'clock a 
young lady walking onthe beach a short 
distance thisside of Miramar discovered a 


man in the water supposed to be drowned. 


She gave the alarm to some young mena 
short distance farther down, when young 
Doulton, accompanied by three others, went 
up and pulled him out of the water on the 
beach. Dr. Wade examined him and found 
him dead. Coroner Ruiz was notified when 
he and Undertaker Hiller went down and 
brought him up to Hiller’s undertaking 
rooms on State street, where he was laid 
out for recognition in a back room. ( 

Many people examined the body during 
the forenoon of yesterday, and he was 
recognized asa man who had worked on the 
boulevard driving team for Contractor 
‘Frank Moir and whose namé was Thonias 
Fleet. Coroner A. M. Ruiz summoned a 
jury and held an inquest in the afternoon. 
Several witnesses were examined. Oneman 
testified to seeing him alive on Sunday morn- 
ing at 2 o'clock, and that he was then very 
drunkand yelling like a crazy man over 
near the freight depot. He and another 
man went over to him and staid with him a 
little while, when he promised to go home 
and they left him. 

Harry Johnson, foreman for Moir, testi- 
fied that he knew the deceased; that he 
came up with Moir from Los Angeles about 
three months ago and has worked for him 
ever since until Saturday night he called 
for his time as he wanted toquit work. He 
gave him a time check for $24, which he 
took over to Wagner’s saloon and gbdt 
cashed, paying a bill of $10 which he owed

When found his body was nude ex- 
cept that a pair of breeches and overalls 
were hanging by one leg, and $12 was 
found in his pockets, a $10. gold piece 
and $2 in silver. His coat, vest, hat and 
shoes were found a short distance up the 
beach where he was found, He was a 
young man of fine physique, tall and blonde 
complexion, 23 years of age and unmar- 
ried. 
' While holding an inquest on the body of 
Fleet coronér, physicians and spectators 
were startled by the intelligence conveyed 
by telephone that a man had suddeuly 
dropped dead in a store a little ways from 
the postoffice. A short adjournment was 
taken. It was found upon investigation 
that a Spaniard by the name of J. M. 
Garcia had gone into the auction rooms of 
B. F. Wertenberger, two doors above the 
postofiice, and bought a pair of shoes. 
While the clerk was wrapping them up he 
started to go out the back way and when in 
the back room fell dead without a word and 
without astruggle. Medical aid was sum- 
moned, but nothing could be done for him. 
Deceased was about 55 years of age, and 
had come over from Home Station on Sun. 
day, intendiug to go back today.

A great deal 
of this confusion could be avoided by prop- 
erly labeling thetrains or by an officer 
calling the trains and stating their place 
upon thetrack. There are at the depot the 
necessary signs for many of the trains, but 
they are not displayed as they should be. 
Of course the travelling publicis largely to 
blame forgetting aboard the wrong train, 
but the railroad should do all that it rea. 
sonably can tostartits passengers on the 
right road to their destination.

Experts Talk About a New Trans- 
~ continental Road. 


A Los Angeles Freight Agency Closed— 
What Local Railroad Men are Talk- — 
ing About’ Génefal ana 
Local Notes. 


‘The San Francisco Call of Sunday 
prints this piece of railroad gossip, 
which is of special interest here: 

Col. Isacc Trumbo and Marcus Pollasky, 
the Fresno prumoter, met at the Palace Ho-

How Francisco Torres Followed the 
Captain Up and Killed Him. 
The Tragedy Witnessed by an 0 
Mexican Woman. : 


The Murderer Still ‘at Large—Supposed 
to Be Concealed in the Mountains— 
A Big Reward Offered for 
His Arrest.

SANTA ANA, 

The cruel work of a red-handed assassin at 
Mme. Modjeska's Mt. Ami Ranch last Sun- 
day morning, and the fate of the poor un- 
fortunate whose life was taken for the piti- 
ful sum of $2.50, the amount of poll tax 
every resident of the county, who exer- 
cises the right of franchise, is called upon 
to pay, brings to mind the deliberate butch. 
ery of Mr.and Mrs. Hitchcock of Garden 
Grove by that fiend incarnate, Johann 
Heinrich Fritz Anschlag. 

The remains of Capt. William McKelvey 
were brought tothis city early yesterday 
morning and an inquest held over the same 


Capt. William McKelvey. 


at Smith’s undertaking parlors, the jury 
returning a verdict of death by the act of 
Francisco Torres by criminal means. The 
murderer, Francisco Torres, a brutal 
greaser, is well-known in this city, and 
bears a very unenviable reputation. Fur- 
ther particulars of the horrible crime de- 
velop the fact that Torres went to the house 
early in the morning for the express pur- 
pose of murdering his victim if he did not 
pay him all of his week’s wages. The 
money for his work, save the $2.50 for 
poll tax, had been offered the Mexican on 
Saturday night, but he would not accept it 
at the time, saying in a threatening man. 
ner that he would have it all or none. 
Torres boarded at Monte Rolle’s home, 
abouta mile down the cafion from the 
Modjeska ranch. He went there and stayed 
Saturday night. Sunday morning he put 


‘| on. his best suit of clothes, and, after paying 


Rolle for his week’s board, said he was go. 
iug up to collect the week's wages coming 
tohim. On his way back to the ranch he 
cut a heavy sycamore club, which he car- 
ried with him into the room in which he 
murdered his employer. Upon arriving at 
the ranch he found Capt. McKelvey attend- 


mand for the money and was informed that 
he could have all but the $2.50; that that 
amount, by order of the Tax Collector, had 
been deducted for poll tax. Angry words 
followed, but the captain went on about his 
work and Torres kept dogging after him. 
Finally the captain went into a room in 
which a bin was located, containing feed 
for chickens. From this room he never 
came outalive. Torres, seeing his chance, 
grasped a wooden pick handle, it being 
longer than his sycamore club, and dealt 
his victim a powerful blow, cutting a great 
gash on the top of his head and crushing his 
skull. Not being satisfied with\ his work, 

’ the fiend dealt him another blow, presum- 
ably after he had fallen, on the side of the 

head, with the same result as the first. 

The sight of blood seemed to make him furi- 
ous, and, smiling in ghoulish glee, he 
slipped a long knife, or Spanish dagger, 

from his bosom, and, raising the arm of the 
unfortunate man, plunged the glittering 
blade to the hilt in the quivering fiesh and 
through the heart. of the gasping 
dead. His foul work thus finished, 
he hastened to his boarding-house and 
ch anging some of his apparel, and quickly 
eating a cold lunch, started out in the hills, 
the favorite rendezvous for all Mexican 
bandits. As soon as Torres finished his 
fiendish crime and started to leave the 
premises a Mexican woman, the wife of 
Jesus Masillas, who was watching the pro. 
ceedings from a distance, ran to the room 
where Capt. McKeivey lay and was horri-. 
fied at the sight that met hereyes. The 
alarm was then given and word sent to 


no effort was made by other employés of 
the ranch or neighbors to apprehend the 
assassin until the sheriff and several 
deputies arrived On the grounds, No trace 
of the murderer beyond the boarding 
house could be discovered. The Mexicans 
in the neighborhood claim to know nothing 
of the course he has taken. The occupants 
of the Rolle house say they don’t know 
where he went or what he proposed to do, 
and all through the neighborhood the 
officers experiecced the same difficulty in 
obtaining any information from his race of 
ople. 

All day yesterday crowds of people were 
gathered onthe sidewalk, discussing the 
foulcrimein detail. Threats were made 
thatif Torres was captured no judge or 
jury would be needed to pass sentence upon 
him. 

The Board of Supervisors has offered 
$200 reward for the arrest and return of 
Torres, and it was reported on the streets 
here last evening that Mme. Modjeska had 
offered an individual reward of $500 tor 
his arrest andreturn. This latter report, 
however is not confirmed. 

Sheriff Lacy returned from the mount- 
ains yesterday and reported no trace of the 
murderer. 

Count Bozenta and Mme. Modjeska were 
telegraphed Sunday at Capistrano from 
this city of the murder, the’ message being 
delivered to them while they were attend- 
ing services in the old Catholic Mission 
Church. 

William McKelvey, the victim, was 51 
years old and was well and favorably known 
in this city, having lived here for a number 
of years. Forthe past year or eighteen 
months he has been actingin the capacity 
of foreman on the Modjeska ranch. 

Francisco Torres, the murderer, is a 
short, thick, Weavy-sét, light-complexioned 
greaser, about 30.years old, and answers 
to the name of *‘Pancho."’
